Leading Yanks 
Give Peace Plan 


WASHINGTON, June 12—The 
world was offered a new peace 
plan today and urged to boost 
economic development with the 
$50 billion which it spends each 
year for military items. 
The plan was proposed by 16 
prominent Americans, including 
Dr. Albert Einstein and Author 
Louis Bromfield, who charged 
that neither the United States 
nor Russia is working w h o l e - 
heartedly for peace. 
The group, which calls Itself 
the National Council Against 
Conscription, 
recommended 
total world disarmament from 
atomic weapons down to rifles. 
It asserted that attainment of 
this goal would eliminate espion­ 
age, distrust and 
international 
tension among all nations. 
The Americans, who number­ 
ed noted scientists, 
educators 
and clergymen among t h e i r 
ranks, recommended a 
"com­ 
promise” between the U. S. and 
Russian 
plans 
for 
outlawing 
atomic weapons. 
The council accused the U. S. 
of being two-faced about disarm­ 
ament and charged that Russia 
and this country have failed to 
make disarmament "a m a j o r 
aim of national policy" for sel­ 
fish reasons. The group added: 
"Officially-appointed 
Ameri­ 
can representatives to the Unit­ 
ed Nations tell the world that 
the United S tate s wants disarm­ 
ament and only Russia stands in 
the way.

Although at least half of these 
are stricken needlessly, the new 
cases continuously add to the na­ 
tion’s 260,000 totally sightless and 
partially blind men, women and 
children, he emphasizes. 
Because of our 
ncreased aver­ 
age life span, the number of adult 
blind is growing at the rate of 
4.S00 persons annually. 
“In many 
cases, 
the 
additional 
years 
are 
bought at the cost of blindness,” 
warns 
Bigelow. 
“This 
is 
the 
greatest problem today in the bat­ 
tle to save sight.”

HIGH AMONG the challenges 
faced by the society is the group 
of 800,000 Americans who are los­ 
ing their sight from glaucoma, and 
who do not know it. 
Another 300,000 industrial work­ 
ers suffer eye injuries which in 
the main could be avoided. Among 
our school children, the society es­ 
timates that 4,500,000 need better 
eye care if the mounting incidence 
of blindness among youths is to be 
lowered. 
Bigelow Is far from depressed, 
however, by his disturbing figures.

Line

THE 
MASON-DIXON 
L I N E, 
found at great pains in the 18th 
century, threatens to be lost or 
strayed in the 20th century. 
Two English astronomers came 
to the New World almost 200 yearB 
ago to find out where Maryland 
stopped and Pennsylvania started 
Their success stopped what threat­ 
ened to turn into a minor war be­ 
tween the two states, and their 
names 
became 
household 
words 
during the Civil 
war 
when the 
Mason-Dixon Line symbolized the 
dividing point between the free and 
slave states. 
But midway In the 20th century, 
the Maryland legislature has au­ 
thorized an inspection to find out 
whether the boundary is lost badly 
enough to require a brand new sur­ 
vey. 
Its vagueness is causing Ju­ 
risdictional trouble in such things 
as forest fires and hunting viola­ 
tions. 
So during the coming summer, 
college men specializing in geology 
and civil engineering will tramp 
through the fields and woods to 
see how things go with that bor­ 
der. One sure thing, they’ll miss 
most of the difficulties that Charles 
Mason and Jeremiah Dixon en­ 
countered.

• 
MASON 
AND 
DIXON 
went 
down in history because Charles 1 
of England had been a little vague 
in defining his grant to William 
Penn. For three quarters of a cen­ 
tury, colonists argued, feuded and 
som etim es 
killed 
over 
disputed 
border claims. 
Some settlers found another an­ 
gle in the confusion. They obtained 
grants for border land from both 
the Penns and Lord Baltimore’s 
area, and got out of paying taxes 
by insisting to either colony’s col­ 
lectors that they had a deed from 
the other side. 
It took Mason and Dixon, expe­ 
rienced 
British 
astronomers and 
mathematicians, from 1764 to 1767 
to complete all that they did of 
their celebrated line 
Starting just 
south of Philadelphia, they pene­ 
trated forest wildernesses, braved 
the Indians, and charted unmapped 
territory westward for more than 
200 miles. 
The Indians kept them from go­ 
ing further. On June 4, 1766, Ma­ 
son and Dixon reached a point 
244 miles from the Delaware river.

L E T ’S GO TO THE MOVIES

THE MASON-DIXON 
L I N E, 
found at great pains in the 18th 
century, threatens to be lost or 
strayed in the 20th century. 
Two English astronomers came 
to the New W’orld almost 200 years 
ago to find out where Maryland 
stopped and Pennsylvania started 
Their success stopped what threat­ 
ened to turn into a minor war be­ 
tween the two states, and their 
names became household words 
, during the Civil 
war w’hen the 
Mason-Dixon Line symbolized the 
dividing point between the free and 
slave states. 
But midway in the 20th century, 
the Maryland legislature has au­ 
thorized an inspection to find out 
whether the boundary is lost badly 
enough to require a brand new sur­ 
vey. Its vagueness is causing ju­ 
risdictional trouble in such things 
as forest fires and hunting viola­ 
tions. 
So during the coming summer, 
college men specializing in geology 
and civil engineering will tramp 
through the fields and woods to 
see how things go with that bor­ 
der. One sure thing, they’ll miss 
most of the difficulties that Charles 
Mason and Jeremiah Dixon en­ 
countered. 
•

• 
MASON 
AND 
DIXON 
went 
down in history because Charles I 
of England had been a little vague 
in defining his grant to William 
Penn. For three quarters of a cen­ 
tury, colonists argued, feuded and 
sometimes 
killed 
over 
disputed 
border claims. 
Some settlers found another an­ 
gle in the confusion. They obtained 
grants for border land from both 
the Penns and Lord Baltimore’s 
area, and got out of paying taxes 
by insisting to either colony’s col­ 
lectors that they had a deed from 
the other side. 
It took Mason and Dixon, expe­ 
rienced British astronomers and 
mathematicians, from 1764 to 1767 
to complete all that they did of 
their celebrated line Starting Just 
south of Philadelphia, they pene­ 
trated forest wildernesses, braved 
the Indians, and charted unmapped 
territory westward for more than 
200 miles. 
The Indians kept them from go­ 
ing further. On June 4. 1768, Ma­ 
son and Dixon reached a point 
244 miles from the Delaware river, 
36 miles from the destination. The 
Indian escorts advised them not to 
go further.

a tiny nozzle 
Use of this air drill does away 
with the paint, heat vibration and 
fear engendered by the weapon 
that makes strong men whimper 
— the ominously whirring me­ 
chanical drill.

HINDU PRESS LAW 
THE interpretation of any nation’s body 
of law r e s t s finally with its Supreme Court. 
The new constitution of India has been vin­ 
dicated by the decisions of this court dur­ 
ing its first term, which is now ending. 
“All citizens shall have the right to free­ 
dom of speech and expression,” says their 
constitution. Two newspapers, one of which 
was banned and the other subject to pre- 
publication censorship, won their cases by 
a four to one decision. The opinion of the 
chief justice contained these words: 
“Nothing less than endangering the foun­ 
dations of the state or threatening its over­ 
throw could justify curtailment of the right 
of freedom of speech and expression.” 
London’s Hyde Park orators, happily 
spouting their incendiary doctrines, a n d 
America’s forums where every shade of 
opinion is given free expression are cher­ 
ished examples of freedom 
in 
countries 
under older governments than that of In­ 
dia. In every country, however, there are 
and should be set the limits outlined in the 
Indian judge’s decision. But it must always 
be remembered that in this country no lim­ 
its can be set on free speech unless in time 
of such “clear and present danger” as may 
render speech treasonable. 
Free speech 
must be really free—not merely what some 
individual thinks is free enough. 


DRIVING MATURITY 
“ MATURE" is a stylish word nowadays. 
A group can hardly get through an evening 
without having at least one person charac­ 
terize some procedure as mature or im m a­ 
ture This interest in growing up doubtless 
stems partly from the popularity of the 
book by H. A. Overstreet called “The Ma­ 
ture Mind.”

Thus, it is often 
forgotten that the conquering Franks were 
a Germanic people, just as the conquering 
northmen or Normans were a Germanic 
people. 
But even among the generic races of 
man, there are numerous variants who, 
once they are settled on a spot, cultivate 
and emphasize their particular differences. 
Thus, for instance, the Magyars, who 
came originally from what we now call 
Chinese Turkestan, once they settled on 
the prairies of the country we now call 
Hungary, developed into a race unlike any­ 
thing else in Europe—and they are proud 
of their uniqueness. 
It was hoped in the early years of Euro­ 
pean development that Christianity and 
the strength of Homan civilization would 
hold Europe together.

The disappearance of Latin as the lang­ 
uage of literature and culture and the rise 
of vulgar tongues to the eminence of Eng­ 
lish, French, Italian, Spanish, German, 
etc., with their numerous dialects, had the 
effect of making language itself a mark of 
differentiation to emphasize nationalism. 
In fact, language became so serious a po­ 
litical problem that “linguistic rights’* 
were issues over which men spilled blood 
—as they did over religious particularism. 
Perhaps the most serious problem of the 
Balkans was over language. 
The effort to unite Europe by force 
in

pire or the wars of Napoleon did not solve

Continued Hoarseness Should 
Be Investigated Promptly 
By HCRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A PATIENT often gets over a 
cold or an attack of influenza only 
to find that he has meanwhile 
developed a marked hoarseness. 
This is due to acute laryngitis or 
Inflammation of the voice-box, 
one of the most common compli­ 
cations of epidemic colds and, by 
far, the greatest single cause of 
hoarseness. 
Pain 
around 
the 
larynx, a ticklish sensation in the 
throat, and coughing may also be 
present. In some cases there is 
fever as well. 
Loss of the voice may also occur 
In such conditions as measles, 
whooping cough, or inflammation 
of the larynx due to allergy or 
oversensitivity. 
Loss of Voice 
Continued loss of the voice over 
a period of three or four weeks 
demands immediate investiga­ 
tion, since it may be due to such 
conditions as tuberculosis, syphi­ 
lis, or a tumor of the larynx. 
Other less common causes are 
an aneurysm, that 1s the swelling 
of a blood vessel due to weakness 
of its wall, goiter or enlargement 
of the thyroid gland, and a lack 
of thyroid secretion. 
Thus, whenever this condition 
is present there is need for a thor­ 
ough study, Including an exam ­ 
ination of the larynx with a 
laryngoscope, 
an 
instrument 


made up of a tube with a light 
which enables the physician to 
look directly into the larynx. An 
X-ray of the larynx should al­ 
ways be taken and the proper 
blood studies carried out. 
In acute infection of the larynx, 
it is usually advisable for the pa­ 
tient to be put to bed and to stop 
using his voice until the condition 
clears up. It is also well to stop 
smoking for the time being. It is 
suggested that the patient be en­ 
couraged to take plenty of fruit 
Juices to supply vitamin C. 


Hot Vapor 


The breathing in of moist hot 
vapor is often helpful. The giving 
of an antibiotic preparation, such 
as penicillin or the sulfonamides, 
may be of great value depending 
upon the cause of the acute in­ 
flammation. 
In any long-continued loss of 
the voice, satisfactory treatment 
cannot be utilized until the exact 
cause of the trouble is found. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: What can be done to 
straighten an arched back? 
Answer: The treatment would 
depend upon the severity and 
the cause. 
Many such conditions can be 
improved by means of exercise. 
At times, it is necessary to rec­ 
ommend braces. On rare occa­ 
sions, surgery of the back is re­ 
quired.

THE interpretation of any nation's body 
of law rests finally with its Supreme Court. 
The new constitution of India has been vin- 
d ic a ted by the decisions of this court dur­ 
ing its first term, which is now ending. 
“All citizens shall have the right to free­ 
dom of speech and expression,” says their 
constitution. Two newspapers, one of which 
was banned and the other subject to pre­ 
publication censorship, won their cases by 
a four to one decision. The opinion of the 
chief justice contained these words: 
“Nothing less than endangering the foun­ 
dations of the state or threatening its over­ 
throw could justify curtailment of the right 
of freedom of speech and expression.”
